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PREFACE 

This little grammar is intended primarily for students 
who are already acquainted with one or more foreign 
languages, i.e. those in colleges which require a language 
for admission and in summer schools where it is desirable 
to finish a grammar in a few weeks 

Its aim is twofold : 

(i) To give in 25 lessons an accurate working knowl- 
edge of the fundamentals of Spanish grammar as a 
basis for further study. 

(2) To do this in such a way that the student will not 
only be drilled in these elements but will also be trained 
to observe new constructions and deduce new rules. 

Since the student is supposed to be familiar with the 
general rules of grammar, much elementary explanation 
is omitted, while constant reference is made to the uses 
of ser and estar, the preposition, the subjunctive, and 
other subjects usually more or less confusing. The pres- 
ent subjunctive is introduced in the second lesson and 
the student has the opportunity to familiarize himself 
with its use in commands and in object clauses, but, in 
order to avoid confusion, no other construction is in- 
troduced until Lesson IX, when he finds that it may 
be used as the subject of an impersonal verb. The 
subject is still more developed in Lessons XVI, XIX, 
and XXIII. 

The verb paradigms are arranged according to the 

stems : this renders possible the grouping of the present 

vu 
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indicative, imperative, and subjunctive in the first 
lessons, and makes the relations of tenses in irregular 
' veifcs more clearly seen. * That the student may not 
forget the relation of spelling to sound learned in the 
introduction, verbs requiring orthographic changes are 
frequently used throughout the book, the pupil being 
asked to state the reason for such changes. 

The English exercises are varied in matter and 
form, containing both unrelated sentences, to illustrate 
rules, and connected conversation and description. The 
Spanish exercises are practically to be committed to 
memory, and in addition there are various poetical 
selections at the end of the book. 

In order to carry out the second aim of the grammar 
the student is required to study the Spanish exercises 
carefully and then by means of questions and sugges- 
tions to deduce the rules, while the review lessons give 
the opportunity to arrange in logical order what has 
been already learned. Original sentences and composi- 
tions are required as well as translations from the 
English. Rules and exceptions should also be noted 
by the student in some reader made up of selections 
from Spanish authors and used after the first few weeks. 

The author wishes to express her thanks to Prof. 
Caroline B. Bourland of Smith College for her most 
helpful criticisms, and especially to Miss Angela Palomo 
of Wellesley College who has not only corrected the 
Spanish exercises but has taken a personal interest in 
the entire plan and arrangement.

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INTRODUCTION 

i. Alphabet. The Spanish Academy recog- 
nizes 28 letters 1 in the alphabet, as follows : a, b, c, 
ch, d, e, f, g, h, i, j, k, 1, 11, m, n, fl, 0, p, q, r, s, 
t, u, v, x, y, z. Two, ch, 11, are considered single 
letters and are never separated ; h is always silent ; 
and u is silent after q, and sometimes after g. 

2. Sounds of vowels. In English the vowel 
sounds are often slighted, but in Spanish they 
are " full and sonorous " and of more importance 
than the consonants. Each sound is simple and 
pure without the additional " vanishing " note, 
which we have in English, as if the voice could 
not stop without a final slide. Approximately 
the sounds are as follows :

y as a vowel is pronounced like i.

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In a closed syllable (i.e. one ending in a conso- 
nant), e and o have a more open sound : the 
former somewhat like the e in let: el, and the 
latter resembling the o in north: norte. 

In order of sonority a, o, and e are strong and 
i and u are weak. 

3. Diphthongs. In English a diphthong is a 
combination of two vowels pronounced as one, 
cegis. In Spanish it is an indivisible combina- 
tion of two vowels (a strong and a weak or two 
weak) pronounced as a single syllable, but each 
vowel has its own sound. In accented syllables 
the stress of voice comes on the strong vowel or 
on the second of the two weak vowels. In unac- 
cented syllables the stress is almost alike on each. 
When a diphthong ending in i comes at the end 
of a word, i is changed to y. 

There are fourteen possible diphthongal com- 
binations of vowels, of which the last seven are 
the first seven inverted.

followed r in the dictionaries and the two r's were never 
separated. 
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4. Triphthongs. Triphthongs are always formed 
by a strong vowel between two weak vowels. The 
four commonly used are : 

iai, fiais uai, Paraguay

The strong vowel is never and one of the 
weak vowels must be i. 

5. Consonants. The sounds of ch, f, k, 1, 
m, n, p, q, s, x are practically the same as in 
English : chino, funda, kilogramo (k is used in a 
few foreign words), lino (1 is pronounced a little 
farther front than in English), me, no, polo, que 
(q is always followed by silent u as in English), 
son (s has practically always the hissing sound, 
as the s sound heard in the English rose occurs in 
only two or three words), examen. H is always 
silent: honor. 

b and v. Spanish b and v are identical in sound, 
but are like neither b nor v in English. The two 
lips are used in pronouncing both the letters. In- 
stead of coming into contact, however, and making 
an explosion, like the English b, the two lips vibrate 
during the entire duration of the emission of the 
breath and voice. After m or n the sound pro- 
duced approaches more nearly the explosion force 
of English b> without ever quite equalling it: 
beber, vivir, tambien, envidia. 
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d is much softer than in English. Between 
vowels it is somewhat like the voiced th in though; 
the tongue, however, should be placed back of the 
upper teeth, giving a slight d sound before the th. 
The sound is often still fainter at the end of a 
word, while at the beginning it is a little harder, 
though never so hard as in English : don, amado, 
corned. 

11 resembles the Hi in William : ella. 1 

fi is the ny in canyon or canon. 1 

t is softened and pronounced with the tongue 
back of the upper teeth. 2 

r between vowels is never quite so soft as in 
English (caro), since it is formed by the tip of 
the tongue slightly trilling back of the upper 
teeth. It is always clearly pronounced and must 
never be slurred over at the end of a word as is 
often done in English : comer, similar to a trilled 
r in there, not like the r in father. Before any 
consonant and after b, d, t, v, care must be given 
to produce a decided sound : drama, trama, 

1 In the cases of both 11 and fi it should be remembered 
that the sounds are not to be separated into their component 
parts. They must be pronounced as Spanish syllabifies: 
not as though they were Will-iam and can-yon, but as 
though they were Wi-lliam and ca-nyon. 

2 The tendency in Spanish has always been to soften 
the Latin: Latin, amatis; old Spanish, amadis; modern 
Spanish, amlis. 
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hombre, arde, puerta, tarde, murmurar. Initial 
r, and rr, have a strong roll or trill. The same 
sound is given to r after the letters 1, n, s : perro, 
rosa, enredo, alrededor, Israelita. Great care 
should be taken to get the sounds correctly and 
to practice them. 

c has two distinct sounds in Spanish : one like 
the English hard c in cold, before the vowels 
a, 0, u, before any consonant, and at the end of a 
word : casa, cosa, cura, acto, frac ; while the hard 
sound before e and i is represented by qu : que, 
quinta (u is silent). The other sound of c is like 
the voiceless th in thin before the vowels e and i : 
cena, cita. 

z is used to obtain the voiceless th sound before 
a, o, u, before consonants, and at the end of a 
word : zaga, zona, zurda, diezmo, paz. 

Note that the combination th is never found in 
Spanish ; that qu is used only in the compounds 
que and qui; and that cc has the two sounds 
k and th : acceso. (Compare the two sounds of c 
in English.)

g has two sounds in Spanish : one like the so- 
called hard English g in got, before the vowels

sound before a, o, u, before consonants, and at the 
end of a word : jarra, jota, jugo, boj ; and a silent 
u is inserted between g and e or i to give the 
" hard " sound : guerra, guinda.

The u in gua and guo is not silent (agua, 
antiguo), and to indicate that it is sounded before 
e and i a diaeresis is placed over it and a diph- 
thong results.

more forcible: yo, ya. 

Note. — There are no double consonants in 
Spanish except 11, rr, fl (nn) ; cc as already men- 
tioned and occasionally nn occur. 

6. Syllables. There are as many syllables in 
a word as there are vowels or diphthongs. One 
consonant between vowels begins a syllable: 
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di-fi-cil, ciu-dad, cui-da-do, mu-cha-cho, vi-lla- 
no, ba-ca-la-o. Two strong vowels do not make 
a diphthong : R-ri-ne-os. 

The liquid consonants 1 and r cannot be sepa- 
rated from the preceding consonant except in 
the case of rl, si, tl, and sr : ha-blar, la-bra-dor, 
re-gla, pa-dre ; but Car-los, is-la, at-las, Is-ra-el. 

Two or more separable consonants are divided 
between the first and second, unless the second 
is s in a group of three or four: es-bel-to, hom- 
bre, gol-pe, dog-ma, ins-truir (see preceding para- 
graph). 

Compounds are divided according to their 
component parts : nos-otros, des-a-gra-da-ble. 

7. Accent. As a rule words ending in a vowel 
are accented on the penult : mesa, reino ; words 
ending in a consonant are accented on the last 
syllable: comer, per&l. But words ending in n 
and s are accented on the penult, since the greater 
number of them are the plurals of verbs and 
nouns : &ma, 3man, mesa, mesas. Although y 
has the vowel sound of i at the end of a word, 
in regard to accent it is considered a consonant, 
est6y. 

8. Written accent. All words ending in a 
vowel or n or s and accented elsewhere than on 
the penult must have a written accent : cafe, 
anden, detr&s, mdsico, regimen, dfindome. 
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All words ending in a consonant except n and s 
and accented elsewhere than on the last syl- 
lable, must have a written accent : fingel, l&piz, 
azticar. 

If the syllable which should bear the writ- 
ten accent contains a diphthong, the accent is 
placed over the strong vowel, or the second of 
the two weak vowels. In a triphthong it is 
over the strong vowel : am&is, lecci6n, debeis, 
confiais. 

If the natural accent of the word comes on the 
weak vowel in a group of strong and weak, or on 
the first of two weak vowels, the diphthong is 
separated and each vowel forms a syllable. To 
show this the stressed weak vowel bears the 
written accent : dia, pais, fltiido, batfl, mio. 

Finally, the accent is used to distinguish 
homonyms: el, he> and el, the; si, yes> and si, if. 
These must be noted from day to day. 

9. Capitals. The use of capitals is much the 
same as in English ; exceptions are proper adjec- 
tives, the pronoun yo, /, and usually days of the 
week and months of the year, which are not capi- 
talized. 

10. Punctuation. Inverted question marks and 
exclamation points show where a question or 
exclamation begins. Otherwise, punctuation is the 
same as in English.

20. Participles. There is no true present par- 
ticiple in Spanish. The forms in -ante, -ente, 
-iente, originally from the Latin present parti- 
ciple, are now used almost entirely as adjectives 
or nouns : el estudiante. The gerund takes the 
place of the present participle; it is formed by 
adding -ando to the verb stem in the first conju- 
gation and -iendo in the second and third : it 
is always invariable, being the ablative from the 
Latin gerund. 

The past participle is regularly formed by 
adding to the verb stem -ado for the first and 
-ido for the second and third conjugations. 
When used with ser and estar, they agree in 
gender and number with the noun or pronoun 
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modified. There are a number of irregular forms : 
e.g., escrito, dicho, hecho. 

21. Haber (to have) is the ordinary auxiliary 
verb and should be conjugated at first only with 
the past participle of some verb. To have, 
denoting possession, is translated by another 
verb. The participle is always invariable and is 
not separated from the auxiliary as is done in 
interrogative sentences in English.
